A) Cancel claims 7 & 8 without prejudice or disclaimer. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 2-6,9-13 are 
allowable. There is no prior art that teach or suggest the hybridization apparatus that has circular 
substrate with throughhole at center and agitation member comprises a driver that rotates agitator 
placed in throughhole at center of substrate or one with agitation fan with rotation member for 
rotating fan. Nor does the prior art teach or suggest the hybridization apparatus where agitating 
member is supported exclusively at center supporting point to be shaken the two ends in a see 
saw manner. The closest prior art is Besemer et al (US5,945,334 Aug. 31, 1999) but their motion 
is in vortex fashion.
